REPEATED OUTRAGES INCREASING THE 
* GENERAL ALARM. 


Canada’s Militia and Defenses—New- 
foundland Decree Concerning Fishing 
Privileges—Two British Officers Mur- 
dered by Malays—Zolea Attacked in 
the French Academy—General Foreign 
News—Brief Cablegrams. 


Vienna, April 9.—The public excitement 
and alarm caused by incendiary fires and 
fears of anarchist outrage was increased to- 
day by the news of another fire, the sixth 
this week, ina building adjoining the Town 
Hall. The object of the incendiary evidently 
was to destroy the Town Hallitself. Since 
incéndiary fires became so frequent the Town 
Hall has been specially guarded, and there- 
fore it would be difficult, !f not impossible, 
for any one of suspicious appearance and 
unable to give a good account of themselves 
to gain access. Miscreants therefore chose 
the adjoining building, evidently with the 
belief that the fire would spread tothe Town 
Hall. The plot was welllaidand the flames 
wore already under brisk headway when the 
firemen arrived. Owing to the central posi- 
tion of the building there was nodelay in 
assemblinga force sufficient to subdue the 
flames, and the firemen worked with all the 
more vigor in order tokeep the flames from 
the Town Hall. The conflagration was there- 
fore subdued before it had done serious 
damage. 


RUSSIA’S LOSS. 


RELIEVING FAMINE SUFFERERS HAS DEPLETED 
THE TREASURY. 

St. PETERSBURG, April 9.—The_ terrible 
famine whitch is prevailing in this country 
has caused a loss tothe imperial treasury of 
300,000,000 roubles, which large amount of 
money has been expended forthe purpose of 
alleviating the distress of the {mmense num- 
ber of starving peasants. Of these 300,000,000 
roubles which the Government has dis- 
tributed 123,000,000 has been assigned for the 
purpose of supplying the people in the 
famine districts with food and seed and 120,- 
000,000 has been allotted for the establishment 
ofa system of relief works. 

In addition to this drain of the treasury the 
revenues of the country have fallen 60,000,000 
roubles below the average. : 

It is reported that acommission has been 
appointed at St. Petersburg forthe purpose 
of revising theimport duties.of the country. 
These duties are #) per cent lower on certain 
articles, while they are high ‘on machinery, 
manufactures which are largely required at 
the present time. 


BANKS FISHERIES. 


BARRED SAVE THE UNITED STATES 
AND NEWFOUNDLAND. 

S7T. JOHNS, Newfoundland, April 9.—Instruc- 
tions issued by the Newfoundland Govern- 
ment for enforcement this season are to the 
effect that no licenses will be granted except 
to Newfoundland and United States fish- 
ing vessels. Public meetings are being held 
all over the country and petitions to the 
Legislature are being forwarded demand- 
ing the ahglition of the _ prohibition 
against Canadian vessels and a 
return to the former trade relations 
' between the. two countries, Aston- 
ishment is daily expressed here by the public 
that the British government does not order 
the government to issue instructions to treat 
Canadians the same as Americans. 

The revenue bill now before the Assembly 
contains a section imposing dutles almost 
prohibitory on Canadian products, which dis- 
crimination is directly opposed to the Gover- 
nor’s instructions. 

The clergy men of the Lower St. Lawrence 
say the exodus of French Canadians is ten 
times greater this year than ever before. 
Whole concessions are depopulated and one 
meets as many as forty deserted farms from 
one parish.

EFFORTS TO INCREASE FOREIGN TRADE—BAL-~ 
MACEDA’S SILVER. 


LONDON, April 9.—Mr. James W. Lother, 
Parliamentary Secretary for the Foreign Of- 
fice, em writtena reply to the suggestion 
made by Col. Vincent, National Conservative 
member for Central Sheffield, that in view of 
the depression in the cutlery in Sheffield and 
in other trades of the country, the Govern- 
ment appointa committee to inquire as to 
how the British consular and diplomatic 
service abroad can be best utilized so as to 
extend British trade in foreign countries. 

In his reply Mr. Lother says the British 
consular officers have been instructed to for- 
ward to the foreign chambers of commerce in 
their various districts, samples of suitable 
British goods. Mr. Lother also says that 
much advantage might accrue to British ex- 
porters if they evinced greater energy than 
that which frequently characterized their 
commercial operations and adopted the 
same activity as their foreign competitors. 

The correspondence relating to the ship- 
ment of twenty-two tons of silver to England 
by the late President Balmaceda of Chill, was 
published in a blue book to-day. In Lord 
Salisbury’s last Gispatch, dated Feb. 23, he 
refrains from a detailed discussion of pend- 
ing Chilian laws, but maintains that no claim 
can be founded against the English Govern- 
ment on the action of H. M. 8. Esplegal. Mr. 
Kennedy, British agent in Chili, later writes 
to Lord Salisbury, expressing regret that he 
neglected to assure himself of the destina- 
tion of the silver, and to dissuade the Captain 
of the Esplegal from carrying it.

CANADA’S MILITIA. 


THE MAJOR-GENERAL’S REPORT — DISCUSSING 
DEFENSES. . 

OrTTawa, Ontario, April9.—The annual re 
port of the Department of Militia and De- 
fenseshows the cost of the militia for the 
year to be $1,287,500. The Major-General 
commanding points out the necessity of the 
thorough drill of the entire forces annually, 
refers to the reorganization of the Northwest 
mounted police and speaks at length of the 
coast defense. After dealing withthe actual 
conditions of the forces he says: ‘‘The coun- 
try must look tothemin the event of a na- 
tional emergency.’’ 

The Major-General continues: ‘‘A larger 
qgues'ion of frontier defense, in which the 
Dillitia is but a unit, remains to be discussed. 
i bave submitted proposals for the appoint- 


ment ofa committee of militia officers to 
collaborate with me inthe preparation of a 
scheme bearing on this question, which. has 
met with the approval of the .Government. 
I look forward soon to the commencement of 
this important work. he problem invol¥es 
the consideration of measures to be adopted 
not only for the protection of the very exten- 


sive land frontier, but for that also of certain 


points on the Pacific coast which have re- 
cently acquired a more than ordinary impor- 
tance to the commercial prosperity of the 
Dominion, 

**In the year 1862 a royal commission in- 
quired into measures to be taken for the de- 
fense of Canada. The outcome of the report 
presented that year, and ofcertain political 
events occurring about that time was the 
embodiment in the militia actof a form of 
organization based upon the requirements 
and resources of the North American colonies 
asthen existing. Fresh inquiry should be 
made into the working of the militia act in 
order to ascertain how far it has provided an 
organization capable to adapt itself tothe 
ever changing conditions and the increasing 
responsibility. Such an imquiry would’ fur 
nish a fresh starting-pomht and form ground 
for those who are called on to guide the policy 
ofthe Dominion‘on the question of the defense 
of its territory.’’ 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


BRITISH OFFICERS MURDERED BY MALAYS— 
BRIEF NOTES. 

SINGAPORE, April 8.—A native who has ar- 
rived here declare that two British officers 
named Stewart and Harris have been mur- 
dured by Maylays in the villages of Kuala- 
kinchi and Sungeideurl. The murders are 
believed to have been commanded by an im- 
portant chief, Panglima Muda, who was ex- 
pected to make an attack upon Pekang, the 
center of European trade in Penang, on the 
night of April6. Itisthought the chief in- 
tended to plunder the place. The Europeans 
stockaded the jail and sent the ladies to the 
mouth of the river to embark on the first 
steamer. The entire garrison at PeKang con- 
sists of twenty Sitks. Reinforcements have 
been dispatched from Singapore. It is ru- 
mored that the Sultan of Pahang instigated 
the revolt. 


THE CHURCH CRITICISED. 

Paris, April®.—M. Renan blames the clergy 
for making the pulpit a political platform, 
thus inciting the recent church riots. ‘*The 
clergy,’’ he said, ‘‘ought toset an example 
ofrespect for and obedienceto the laws. The 
church is an indespensable necessity to 
Satisfy the religiousideal. Preachers should 
confine themselves to the sufficiently vast 
subjects of faith, hope and charity. Possibly 


cited zeal of the clergy, and especially as the 
Pope is an overrated man. He is nota Pope 
or diplomatist—merely an Italian litterateur, 
yet heis the busybody of the Catholic hier- 
archy, compelling the clergy to interfere in 
what does not concern them.

A TYPICAL PARIS MURDER LEGALLY 
EXPIATED. 


The Doomed Wretch Walked Calmly to 
the Gallows - Ge Paris Executed 
His Task Thoroughly—Stags. Robber 
Arrested—Banker Meade’s Slayers 
Indicted—Mysterious Burglaries at 
Farmington—Criminal News in Brief. 


PARIS, April 9.—Louis Anastay, the ex-sub- 
Lieutenant, who mardered his benefactress, 
the Baroness Dellard. on Dec. 4 last,was exe- 
cuted in the Place De Laroquette at 5:10 
o’clock this morning. In accordance with 
the French custom the condemned man had 
no knowledge that he was to mset his death 
this morning until the prison officials entered 
his cell and told him to prepare for execution. 
The guillotine was erected in the usual place 
directly in front of the jail. Knowledge of 
the tragedy that would be enacted there this 
morning had reached the general public 
through the erection of the guillotine, and 
the usual crowd of sight-seers, composed 
mostly of the lowest dregs of the city, were 
present to witness the fate of the condemned. 

Anastay waiked to the guillotine without 
displaying any great amount of nervousness. 
In fact his bearing was firm. He was very 
pale, however, and it was apparent he had 
Steeled himself against the ordeal. He 
laughed as he reached the guillotine, but his 
laughter was caused by nervousness und not 
by any lack of appreciation of his awful po- 
Sition. Arrived at the place of death, the 
preliminaries were quickly completed. Ana- 
Stay embraced the chaplain who had ad. 
ministered the last rites of the churcb to him 
and bade him farewell.

FLOUR FOR CUBA. 


The Trade Transferred From Europe to 
the United States. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—From the Ist 
of January, 1892, to the Ist of March, 1892, the 
imports of fourinto Havana compared with 
the corresponding period in 189] are as fol- 
lows: First two montfis of 1891 5,753 sacks 
‘Irom America and 56,255 sacks from Europe; 
first two months of 1892, 83,643 sacks from 
America and 160 sacks from Europe. 


The news contained in the above telegram 
was received with feelings of great 
satisfaction on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange, It has, long been 
known that the ee remenee of flour from 
‘American ports to Havana had immensely 
increased, but the fact that the lowering of 
the tariff? had entirely driven out the Euro- 
pean supply was not known until the official 
announcement from Washington. The S8t. 
Louis flour dealers are .especially favored by 
the change, and the increase will be, it is 
estimated, much greater in the future than it 
has been in the past. Inquiry among the 
flour shippers develops the fact that Cuban 
importers were «induced to take large 
amounts or hard wheat (flour from 
Chicago and Minneapolis, but experience has 
shown that this flour will not keep in a 
tropical climate, and in future it is expected 
that the’shipments will mainly be made from 
from St. Louis, which is recognized as the 
headquarters of soft wheat flour. The 
United_ States Government has recognized 
the difference between hard and soft wheat 
flour by purchasing the latter only for use in 
ships sent into low latitudes. Already the 
Cuban dealers have given such orders to 
St. Louis shippers as have never Deen 
received before. Unless the old tariff Is re- 
imposed, it is believed that the European 
flour trade withthe West Indies, of which 
Cuba isthe distributing point, will practi- 
cally cease, andall the Cuban flour will be 
supplied from this port. Already one steam- 
ship line, witha bi-weekly service, has been 
established between New Orleans and ports 


in the West Indles, and at least one other 
line is contemplated.

FARMINGTON BURGLARIES. 


SUSPICION DIRECTED TO AN OCCUPANT OF THE 
5ST. LOUIS JalIL. 


FARMINGTON, Mo., April 9.—Public senti- 
ment in Farmington has undergone a great 
change in regardto who committed the nu- 
merous burglaries,which for so many months 
annoyed and alarmed the citizens of the 
town. Amonthor two ago suspicions were 
fastened upon three or four colored men, and 


at one time there were serious threats 
of lynching them. But as no evidence 
could be adduced againstthem, they were 
finally released. 

Not long after the last burglaries were com- 
mitted here, a young white man, named Leo 
Falk, was arrested under a charge of lar- 
ceny, which was committed in the saloon of 
Carl Braun of this place. Circumstances 
megs directly tohimas the guilty party, 

ut there was no positive evidence against 
him. Falk had influential iriends 
here and the charges were dis- 
missed and the matter hushed up—not, how- 
ever, until it had been whispered around that 
he might be one of the burglars who had so 
long infested the town. Later Falk was de- 
tected in having passed two checks on a St. 
Louis bank, which had been signed in bDiank 
by the president of the Bank of Farmipgton, 
and which had been stolen from him, Faulk 
is now in jail in st. Louis for that 
offense, Just about the time the checks were 
stolen, the residence of Dr. F. L. Keith 
of Doe Run, this county, was burglariously 
entered, and, among other things, a valua- 
ble watch was taken. St. Louis detectives 
were put on the case and the watch was 
found at the same pawn shop where a watch 
stolen at Farmington was recently discov- 
ered. Itis now said that when Falk reached 
St. Louis with the stolen checks he was met

Secretary .Wharton’s Letter on the 
Rejection of the Minister. 


THE POSITION OF THE UNITED STATES 


CLEARLY SET FORTH. 


Blair’s Resignation Closed the Incident, 
but America’s Self Respect Demanded 
That China’s Act Be Officially Noted— 
Egan and the French Minister—The 
Cotton Tie Bill—Personal Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—The following 
is the full text of the most important part of 
the letter written by Acting Secretary Whar- 
ton to Minister Denby, Oct. 6, 1891, concern 
ing the declination of the Chinese Govern- 
ment to receive ex-Senator Blair. It is 
prefaced with a statement that the position 
which China had assumed in the matter 
**seems to require the frank expression of 
the views of this Govrrnment,’’ 

He says that, Mr. Blair haying peremptorily 
resigned his office, there is no question of his 
going to China, but the objections of the Chi- 
nese Government to his reception were open 
to inspection, andaclear understanding is 
necessary in the interest of international 
good will. He'therefore says: 


While the sovereign right of any government to 
determine the acceptability or non-acceptability of a 
foreign envoy admittedly exists, the courtesy of na- 
tions In practice ¢onfines the exercise of this right 
within well marked limits. If, as an abstract propo- 
sition, it be said that the right may be exercised 
without assigning reasons, it is equally clear that to 
refuse an envoy without assigning reasons wouid be 
an extreme step. Hence, as a general perecipse, the 
refusals had naturally been justified reasons s0 
true of themselves and so evidently sufficient as to 
command the.respect and acquiescence of the en- 
voy’s government. 

he communication of the Chinese Government in 
Mr. Biair’s case appears to fully recognize this, for 
the Government of the United States isin terms in- 
vited tu admit the sufficiency of the reasons adduced.

oermons alleged against Mr. Blair’s public record. 
far as those objections rest on allegations of 
facts, in respect of the views concerning the Chinese 
people and nation which are alleged to have been 
entertained and uttered inthe legislative debate by 
Mr. Blair, the Government of the United States cau- 
not admit their sufficiency. 

A careful examination of every public utterance of 
Mr. Blair in the course ofthe debates attending the 
passage of the Chinese bill in the Senate conc!u- 
sively showsthat Mr. Biair has been injuriously 
represented. In point of fact, the true record of 
Mr. Blair while inthe Senate shows him to have 
* been firstand last respectful to China and just to 
her people. The objection to receive Mr. Blair be- 
cause be cast a vote for the exclusion act is in 
reality an objection to receive any person as Minis- 
ter of the United States who in his character as Sena- 
tor or Representative in Congress has casta vote ior 
any measure which is obnoxious to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment. 

It must be conceded by the Chinese Government 
that this is not the time to discuss the propriety of 
legislation which has become the supreme law of the 
land and which commands the obedience of all per- 
sons withih the United States. Any person who 
may beduly appointed United States Minister to 
China is bound faithfully to observe and aid in the 
execution of the existing laws. 

This ground of objection to Mr, Blair the Presi- 
dent could not take into account in selecting an- 
otherenvoy. lHtis moreover illogica! in this, that 
the objection of China being avowedly ayvainst the 
existing legisiation rather than the legislator, 
three years of friendly intercourse have passed gince 
the law was enacted without China discovering that 
the existence of the law itseif was a bar to the recep- 
tion of an envoy representing the country which 
enactedit. If Mr. Blair mer not be received as 
Minister while that law remains unrepealed,.and be- 
cause of its existence asalaw itis not ready to re- 
coucile the position with the continued 
friendly reception of the present Minister of the 
United States at Peking. In this aspectas in every 
other aspect, the a assumed by China is inad- 
miseablie. As I have said, the incident is in tact 
closed by the action of Mr. Bilairin placing his com- 
mission in the President’s hands, That circum- 
stance, however, does not make it less incumbent 
upen the Government of the United States to frank- 
ly and fully state its views touchingthe incident it- 
self. Silence wouldill comoprt with ourown selfe 
respect or be just to the Government of China. 

Mr. Denby on Nov. 28 replied that the dis 
patch would be of great service to the Lega- 
tion should the question involved ever 
arise. 

The correspondence closed with a telegram 
dated March 25 last, from Mr. Wharton to 
Mr. Denby, directing him if he has not al- 
ready done so, to communicate the above dis- 
patch to tAe Chinese Government. 

The matter has been discussed by the Sen- 
ate in executive session, and the attitude as- 
sumed by the Chinese Government has been 
roundly discussed on all sides, but so far 
there has been no attempt at action, as the 
subject is stillin charge of the Department 
of State. . 


CONGRESSIONAL, 
CUNSIDERATION OF THE COTTON-TIE BILL— 
HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April9.—Inthe House 
to-day a resolution was passed permitting 
the State of Winconsinto place a statue of 

Pere Marquette in statuary hall. 

Mr. Blanchard of Louisiana reported the 
river and harbor Dill. 

The House then proceeded with the con, 
sideration of the cottontie bill, Mr. Dalzel 
(Rep.) of Pennsylvania taking the fleor 


in opposition to the measure. He main- 
tained that the bill could not be justified upon 
any sound principle of tariff legislation. It 
proposed to keep the duty on fron, coal and 
pig iron, and to make the finished product 
free, The bill was a direct blow at American 
industries. It wasa proposition to close the 
hoop and band industries of this country. 

The McKinley bill has protected large in- 
dustries in which an immense amount of 
capital is invested, without any increase of 

cetothe consumer. It has rehabilitated 
American industry and invited the invest- 
ment of American capital into new American 
manufactures to the advantaye of the con- 
sumer of the American product. It had fur- 
mished a home market to the extent 
of its needs with a home-made. pro- 
duct in lieu of a foreign, and had 
secured our independence of foreign coim- 
bination and dictation as to prices. The ma- 
jority proposed to admit cotton ties free and 
yet preserved the duty on ‘‘barrel hoops of 
ron and steel.’’ Such an illogical proposi- 
tion could only come from the advocates of a 
* policy which would deal in spots with a great 
measure of legislation. Nothing more mis- 
chieYous could be concelved and the neces- 
sity of making laws for campaign pur- 
es of the Democratic party could 

not even goacnty any such proposition. The 
bill, which was very broad in its provisions 
admitted free hoops or band fron or steel of 
any and all sizes up to the dimensions of 
wagon tires anu even steel billets. The legis- 
lation recommended by the majority was un- 
called for, and its resuits would prove detri- 
wentaltoall American interests and bene- 
ficial to none. 

The bill Onally passed by a yote of yeas, 
166; nays, 45. 

Three Democrats voted against the cotton 
tie bill, English, Coburn and O’Neill of Mis- 


souri, 
The placing of tin plate on the free list was 
reported to the House.

HETHERINGTON GOES FREE. 


The American Naval Officer Acquitted by 
the Consular Court at Yokohama. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 9.—News was re- 
ceived at the Navy Department this moraing 
that Lieut. H. B. Hetherington, U. 8. N., has 
been acquitted of the charge of Killing Mr. 
Robinson, an Englishman, at Yokohama 
about two months ago. A cablegram from 
Commander J. R. Bartlettof the Marion gave 


briefly the information that he had been ac- 
quiited by the Consular Court at Yokohama, 
before which he wastried. This action settles 
the case finally, as there is no other tri- 
bunal than the consular court that has juris- 
dition in such a matter. Hetherington, it 
will be remembered, is the Lieutenant in the 
navy who shot and killed Gower Robinson, a 
prominent member of the English colony, on 
the ground thatthe latter had been unduly 
intimate with Mrs. Hetherington. The.latter 
is from Wilmington, Del. The information 
of Hetherington’s acquittal was received 
with satisfaction in naval circles. 


COTTON ACREAGE, 


Census Reports Compared With Those of 
the Agricultural Department. 


WASHINGTON, April 9.—The cottomacreage 
reported bythe eleventh census fer 1889 has 
been compared with official and commercial 
estimates ofthe Departmentof Agriculture. 
The census area is 19,566,000 acres. The statis- 
tical return of that year made the breadth 


19, 204,000 acres, which is 18-10 per 
cent less than the census figures. Latham 
& Alexander’s estimate was 19,- 
979,000 acres or 21-10 yer cent above 
the census. The Financial Chronicle’sestimate 
was 20,909,480 or 88-10 per cent above the 
census statements. The department esti- 
maté is the lowest and also the nearest to the 
census. The commercial estimates come 
from dealers and are high, while the grow- 
ers, though urged to be accurate,are slightly 
conservative in their own interest. This 
sustains the department’s contention that 
its estimates are not exaggerated and can 
not injure the farmers.

RISING RIVERS. 


Bulletin Issued by the Weather Bureau at 
Washington. 

WasnIneton, D. C., April 9.—The Weather 
Bureau bas issued the following river bul- 
letin: 

The rise in the river at Cairo is approaching 
its crisis, Its estimated size in the next two 
days is 2 feet, which will carry the stage of 
water to 46 feet.

He Is Adjudged Guilty of Violating the 
Pool Law. 


TERMINATION OF THE MERCANTILE 
TELEGRAPH CO. TRIAL TO-DAY. 


Judge Claiborne Fixes President Town- 
send’s Punishment at a Fine of $1,000 
—An Appeal Will Be Taken-—The Case 
a Very Important One to the Pool 
Rooms—The Testimony. 


The case of the State vs. J. H. Townsend 
was concluded in the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection at 1 o’clock this-afternoon, President 
Townsend of the Mercantile Telegraph 
Co. was found guilty of having be- 
come the frepository of money bets 
on races outside the State, and 
was fined $1,000. The court was immediately 
notified that an appeal would be taken. 
Messrs. Harvey and Bell represented the 
“State and Messrs. Charles F. Joy and W. C. 
Jones represented Mr. Townsend. But 
one witness was placed on the 
stand. His testimony was unimportant. 
The remainder of thetrial was spent in dis- 
cussing the technical points of thelaw. The 
ruling ofthe court was a great surprise, it 
being the genéral opinion that the defendant 
would be discharged. 

THE DECISION IMPORTANT. 

Thetrial of the Mercantile Telegraph Co. 
has been watched with great interest 
by people of sporting proclivities. 
It was a plan whereby it was 
thought the law to prevent  Obetting 
at Eastern races or any races ran outside 
the State could be circumvented. The plan 
was tohave the betters deposit the money 
they wisbed to bet on an é Eastern 
horse with the Mercantile Co., and 
have them telegraph itasa money order to 
Frank Shaw, the pool room owner in St. Paul, 
who would place itonthe horse. Ifa win- 
ning resulted the better would be paid the 
amount of his winning here. LBetters 
were only charged 5 cents for each 
money order, it being claimed by the tele- 
graph company that they received 50 cents 
from Shaw for every bet senthim. No bet 
for less than $5 was received. The pian 
worked very wellfora while and was liber- 
ally patronized. 

THE ARREST. 

Then the police made outa case against it 
and arrested Townsend the President. It was 
claimed. by them that the East St. Louis 
Jockey Club were back of his arrest and pros- 
ecution and tbat ex-City Counsellor jLeverett 
Bell was specially employed by them to pros- 
ecute the case. The Club’s book on the 
Eastern races draws many oo to the 
track across the river, andthe Mercantile 
Teiegraph Co. took away some 
of this patronage. This morning’s decision 
will keep the Mercantile’s company’s opera- 
tionsin abeyance untiltheir appeal is set- 
tled. Hadthe decision gone in their favor 
they could have continued business until 
their appeal was decided, at least, even if 
the company was beaten in the higher court. 

.The statement is made that the company has 

leased wires from both the Western Union 
and Postal Telegraph Co., and, it is allegea, 
pays $32,000 a year tothe formerand $16,000 a 
year to the latter. Shaw, itit alleged, as- 
sumed the responsibility forthe lease, and if 
this is the case he will be out a great deal of 
money should he fail towinthecase. Be- 
sides its office nere, the Mercantile Tele- 
graph Co. has an office at Chicago, where it 
carried on a similar business. There are 
cases pending in that city now involving 
the legality of the business done by them. 
The company has been defeated On an at- 
tempt to have one of its men who was ar- 
rested released ona writ of habeas corpus. 
The damage suits which it instituted against 
the officials of Chicago for raiding and ar: 
resting them have also been dismissed, but 
the trial of the men arrested is yet to take 
place, so that the. legality of the ¢om- 
pany’s business has not been 
passed upon by the Chicago 
courts yet. The decision of Judge Claiborne 
is the first on the subject, and will therefore 
not only interest the people of St. Louis), but 
those of Chicago as well. The company is 
determined to see the case through and will 
appeal it tothe highest tribunal possible. 
If defeated in the State courts it is not im- 
probable that an attempt will be majsie to 
take the case to the United States Supreme 
Court on the ground that.the interstate com- 
merce law protects the company in its bus!i- 
nessand that the State law interferes with 
the national law, and is therefore unconstitu- 
tional. 

The attorneys for Mr. Townsend gave notice 
that they would take an appeal from the 
decision of Judge Claiborne. 


No Outside Betting. 

President Rolla Wells of the Fair Associa- 
tion said to-day in speaking of the lehse of the 
bookmaking: privileges at the Jockey Club 
track: ‘‘it has been stated that Mr. Shaw in- 


tended to open an Eastern book on the track 
here during the season. Thatisnottrue. He 
has secured the lease for the local betting 
privileges, but not for Books on any outside 
races. I would like very much to have that 
definitely understood, as we do not deem it 
advisable to have any outside books on the 
track during the races here.’’ 

It was said that Mr. Shaw, if successful in 
maintaining the Mercantile Telegraph Co. 
here, intendedto runa book on the kastern 
races to help out his expenses. 


Struck by the Mate.

TROUBLE ABOUT A FENCE, 


An Amusing Trial in Judge Paxson’s Court 
To-Day. 

Peter Conroy and his neighbor, Mr. Michael 
O’Malley, Master of Union Market, were 
defendant and plaintiff respectively in an ar- 
tion for damaging property before Judge 
Paxson to-day. Col. John I, Martin repre- 
sented Mr. O’Malley and Counselor Wamhoff 
appeared for Mr. Conroy. Mr. O’Malley tes- 
tified that the picket fence ontheside of his 
residence property at 4644 St. Louis avenue 


was covered with rough boards and punctured 
witha thousand nails so that Mr. O’ Malley 
could not come anywhere near the boundary 
line of his property without having his 
clothestorn, The very first question of Col.

The aged negro explained in an inter- 
esting manner the method in which he raised 
the barrier nine feet high, with a keg of nails 
protruding, He took from his pocket a 
sample of the nail used. He 
Stated that he put up the fence, 
superintended by Mrs. Conroy. Mr. Conroy 
testified that his wife was the directing 
genius in the erection of the fence. ‘‘It was 
built to Keep the peace,’’ he explained. The 
obtruding fence has been removed, he said, 
until the court decided on whose property it 
stood. Judge Paxson decided that it was on 
the line, and he fined Mr. Conroy $25.

RAG PICKERS OF PARIS. 


A Quaint Colony Where Eugene Sue Found 
, Many Odd Characters. 


From the Pall Mali Budget. 

In the Rue Mercadet, near the outskirts of 
Paris, isa vast open space surrounded by a 
raguyed stone wall. The ground is littered 
with rubbish, a few stunted trees and shrubs; 
a long, straggling line of low, rickety dwell- 
ings—this is the ‘*‘Cite Maupy,’’ a famous 
colony of rag pickers. They have been their 
own architecls and bullders, and the hovels 
are curiosities; they have utilized paving 
stones, the sheet-iron signs of insurance com- 
panies and even sardine cans; but thereisa 

fcturesque quality to these humble dwel- 
Rees. and they surely do not lack color, and 
neither dothe inhabitants; there is a real 
countess, for one; at least she says shels. A 
poor cripple has sold his body to the Acade- 
inie de Medecin, while they cheat themselves 
of their prey by giving hima pension to help 
him live. And ‘‘La Mere Maupy,’’ the owner, 
was an odd character among many. Her 
husband, whose right hand she had been for 
wee FA past, aided him in the some- 
times difficult task of keeping the ‘‘biffins’’ 
in order, died a few weeks ago, and, the 
ragpickers not conducting themselves 
with proper respect at his funergi, ‘‘La 
Mere ome & gave them notice to quit, one 
and all. Her occupation gone, ‘‘La Mere 
emg: i tired of life and committed sutcidea 
few days ago by asphyxiation. In her will 
she indicated tuat her funeral should bea 
civil ceremony purely, and that no chiffoniers 
should be allowed 'to follow her coffin tothe 
the grave. The deceased and the ‘Cite 
Maupy’’ have been described by M. Georges 
Gibson in his novel, ‘‘13, Rue des Chantres,’’ 
Many of the characters in Eugene Sue’s 
thriliing novels were from this same class. 
It is estimated that there are about 62,000 
chiffoniers in Paris, and bow they manage to 
eke out an existence from the refuse of such 
athrifty and saving people as the French is 
really one of the mysteries of Paris.

The First District Police Court was the 
scene this morning of a very interesing trial 
or rather a series of. trials, for there were 
several defendants and several trials, and 
the witnesses embraced a large portion of 
the population of Rock Springs.

The first 
defendant tried was Deacon Larkin and the 
prosecuting witness against him was Deacon 
Isiow, one of the main pillars of the Mount 
Zion Baptist Church, Deacon Islow testified 
that one of his roosters strayed into Bro. 
Larkin’s yard adjoining. and that he tried to 
shoo him out, The back gates of both yards 
were open, and Bro, Larkin came out of 
his house and told the witness that the ,roos- 
ter woulkdn’t have walked in there if he 
(Islow) hadn’t opened the gate for him, This 
wasthe first of the trouble, Islow denying 
that he had left the gate open and Larkin 
calling hima’ liar. ‘*He called me a liar 
three times,’’ said Deacon Islow in relating 
the trouble tothe court. ‘‘*You is a Har,’ 
he said, and then I said, ‘You is another.’ ’’ 

Deacon Islow runsa big furniture wagon, 
and as he was ieaving home with his wagon 
that morning a few minutes after the 
trouble over the rooster, he saw Bro. Larkin 
atthe roadside and the quarrel about the 
rooster was fat once renewed. Rocks were 
thrown and brickbats and Deacon Islow 
claimed on the witness stand that Larkin’s 
stepson and brother-in-law reinforced him, 
and that they all Jumped on him and got him 
down and that his dogs aiso came out and 
took a part. 

Mrs. Islow ran fo hef’husband’s assistance, 
but the ‘*women folks’’ of the Larkin house- 
hold jumped on her and she could do noth- 
ing. Both Larkin and Islow were hit in the 
face and head with bricks and stones and 
pretty well batteredup. Islow in giving his 
testimony called on ‘‘de livin’ God’’ several 
times to witness that he was ‘‘tellin de 
truth,’’ and the other witnesses also 
seemed to be under the impression 
that they wouldn’t be believed unless 
they stated every now and then that they 
‘*‘was tellin’ de wholetruth,.’’ Judge Merris 
fined three of the defendants, Islow and 
Larkin $10 eachand Frank Taylor, Larkin’s 
son-in-law, $%. Mrs. Islow was discharged 
on the evidence, Louts Steber took an appeal 
on behalf of his client, Deacon Islow, and 
Virgil Rule followed suit in behailfof his 
clients, Larkin and Taylor, and the matinee 
will be repeated some day next week or néxt 
month before Judge Claiborne.

THE BEST MORAL AGENCY. 

Dr. PARKHURST’s exploit as a private 
detective has frierely brought into public 
view the fact already known that the most 
degraded forms of vice can bé found if a 
man looks for them. But these forms of 
vice exist because there are corrupt men 
who supportand encourage them. They 
emphasize” the need of preaching and 
teaching to convert men to higher stand- 
ards of morality and modes of Hfe. 

The law can only suppress epen indecency 
and protect the innocent from the allure- 
ment and corruption of flagrant’ immoral- 
ity.. It can only force depravity under 
ground and make it shift its place. Society 
cannot be regenerated by law, but only 
through theeducation and elevation of in- 
dividuals. This should teach Dr, PARK- 
HURsT and others of his kind that infinite- 
ly more good may be done by appealing to 
the moral sense of vicious people than by 
inducing them to exhibit their vices for 
the purpose of getting evidence to prose- 
cute them.

STREET CAR FARES. 


For the information of letter writers 
complaining that policemen ard firemen 
are permitted to ride free on the cars, we 
will state that the concession is made by 
the transit companies for their own ben- 
efit. They have buildings containing 
costly plants in constant danger from fire, 
and think it good policy to grant this 
personal favor to men who must risk their 
lives in protecting such railroad property. 
The custom of accepting a policeman’s 
uniform as a free pass, good on any street 
car, grew out of the street railroad strikes 
some years ago, when it became necessary 
for some time to send a policeman or two 
with every car to protect it and its passen- 
gers. 

The public is benefited by the continu- 
ance of acustom that increases the effi- 
ciency of a police force which has more ter- 
ritory to patrol than the police of any 
other city, and the voluntary concession 
of free transportation to the policeman on 
duty is therefore regarded as a liberal con- 
tribution to the public service. We do 
not believe that a concession of cheaper 
fares to workingmen during certain hours 
of the day can be obtained by compelling 
the roads to collect fare from policemen 
and firemen. 

A system of hundred-ride tickets, lim- 
ited, at lower rates for people going to and 
from their work morning and evening 
over the same line every week day, would 
probably be more directly profitable to the 
railroad companies than the favors they 
extend to policemen and firemen. It 
would increase their traffic by filling up 
districts along their outer extensions, 
where they now run empty cars. In New 
York and other cities where the experi- 
ment of reduced fares during certain 
hours for the benefit of working people 
has been tried, we believe it has gener- 


ally been a financial success.

The Evil of Instructions, 
From the New York WORLD. 


The practice of instructing delegates to the 
National Democratic Convention in behalf of 
one or another Candidate is full of evil and 
ought to be abandoned. 

It confuses counsel. It embarrasses action, 
It prevénts deliberation and the exercise of 
wise judgment... Carried to its legitimate 
end it must reduce the National Convention 
to a merely mechanical recording machine so 
far as the choice of candidates is concerned. 
It may easily lead to disastrous mistakes 
through the crippling of deliberation at the 
moment when deliberation is most necessary 
and most likely to givé good results. 

If the delegates enter the convention tied 
hand and foot with instructions, conference 
is of no use and the convention ceases to bea 
choosing body. Its work might as well be 
done by the instructions without the dele- 
gates, by paper certificates instéad of men. 

These States which do not give Democratic 

pluralities, whose electoral votes are sure to 
be counted against *the Democracy, ought 
very largely t@leave to the delegates from 
the Democratic and doubtful States the work 
of choosing the candidates with whom to 
win. Yetitis the surely Republican States 
whose Democracy is usually freest in binding 
delegates to a particular, prearrafiged choice. 
The delegates from such States count for as 
much as those from Democratic communities, 
andtheir instructions tend to override the 
deliberate judgment and choice of those 
whose constituents must dothe electing. It 
may easily happen that the instructions 
given in States which cannot furnish a single 
Democratic electgral vote may determine the 
choice of a candidate. 
* The practice of instructing is unwise, un- 
fair and dangerous. lt ought to be 
abandoned. The National Democratie¢ Con- 
vention should be the great deliberative con- 
gress of the party, free todo the work of 
conference, consultation and selection with 
which itis charged.

INTERESTING TO HOTEL KEEPERS. 


’ 


Judge Elein Renders a Novel Decision— 
Court News. 


Judge Klein gave a decision to-day which 
is of much interest to hotel and boardifig- 
house keepers, and the classes which patron- 
ize the above places. The ruling decides that 
the law affords no protection for the collec- 
tion of board and lodgingin advance, other 
than the provisions of a special contract 
made between the parties. 

The casein question is that of Henry B. 
Lawrence against Margaret J. Sanner. The 
evidence showed that Lawrence rented a 
room with board for himself and his wife 
from Mrs. Sanner at the rate of $75a month, 
payable inadvancoe, Subsequently, the court 
states, it was agreed that Lawrence pay $37.50 
every two weeks, instead of paying 
monthly. Lawrence decided to remove on 
June ii, 1891, when Mrs. Sanner, it 
is stated, refused to allow him 
to remove his effects, claiming she had a 
boarding-keeper’s lien on them for the bal- 
ance of the month’s rent and board. Law: 
rence replevined the goods. 

At the trial of the case judgment was given 
in favor of the boarding-houseKeeper and 
the present rulingison a motion fora new 
trial, which Judge Klein grants. The point 
is a question on which there has never 
been a direct decision. In passing on 
it the court states that the Hen claimed 
is purely statutory, and the _ statute 
must be looked to, to discover 
its scope. The statute the court states is 
evidently intended to include only such 
claims as the boarding housekeeper may 
have for an actual indebtedness already 
earned, and not foran indebtedness existing 
merely in contract, but not actually earned. 
For board and lodging in the future the court 
states the boarding housekeeper must rely 
on his contract, and he can impose such con- 
ditions in the contract ashe sees fitfor his 
protection. 

OTHER DECISIONS BY JUDGE KLEIN. 

In the assignment of Everett & Post a sup- 
plemental report was filed in Judge Klein’s 
court to-day and the assignee, Edward 
Buetell, allowed $1,000 and Mills & Flitcraft 
$300 for attorneys’ fees. The assignee was 
ordered to transfer assets of assigned estate 
to Edward Buetell as trustee. Final receipts 
were filed and assignee discharged. 

In the case of smith and others, against 
Glasgow and others, a partition suit, Judge 
Klein approved the Commissioner’s report 
and ordered the clerk to pay to Isadora D., 
Scott $1,407.55 less costs, and allowed the 
Commissioner $25. 

In the case of William B. Allen and others, 
against McMahon and others, Judge Klein 
granted a special judgment oe the 
property described for $303.02 against all the 
defendants. 

Judge Klein overiuled motions for new 
trials in the following cases: 

Berthold and others against O’Hara; Smith 
against the Citizens’ Kalilway Co. ; state to 
the use of Rubinstein against Rosenheim; 
Quinlan against Stemple; Draege against 
Draege; Bishoff against Wilde, adminis- 
trator; Davis and others against Simon; 
Reardon against Leahy and Longstreth; 
Downing Jewelry Co. against the E, accard 
Jewelry Co. 

Motions for a new trial and in arrest were 
overruled inthe cases of the White sewing 
Machine Co. against Betting, and Bernal 
against Klose. 

Motions to setaside a non-suitfora new 
trialandin arrest were overruled in the case 
of Hanford against the Massachusetts Benefit 
Association. 

A motion to set asidea non-suit was over- 
ruled in the case of Herman against Sporer. 

Judge Klein made a number of other rul- 
ings to-day on motions in cases pending in 
his court, rendering twenty-six decisions in 
all.

Mrs. Simpson’s husband is a Government 
employe, and it is reaily he whois urging 
Rifs.

| LONDON, April 9.—For the twenty-sixth time 


bridge boat races, the crew of the Oxford 
University Boat Club have passed the win- 
ning line ahead of their opponents. The 
dark blue of Oxford was again carried to vic- 
tory to-day by the strong arms of its wear- 
ers, and thundering cheers greeted the oars- 
men as they rested on their oars after their 
well-fought battle for success. Altogether 
forty-five races have been rowed, one of 
which was that of 1877, terminating in a dead 
heat. 

The day was an ideal one forthe oarsmen, 
The summer weather that has prevailed for 
the past week continued to-day, and the 
banks of the Thames were packed with 
crowds of pedple. Such a gathering as was 
present to-day has never been equaled in 
previous years, and the utmost enthusiasm 
prevailed amongthe supportersof the two 
clubs. 

SCENES AT THE RIVER. 

The dark blue of Oxfordand the light blue 
of Cambridge could be seenin every direc- 
tion. Old graduates wore the colors of their 
university, while sisters and sweethearts of 
the collegians’ showed their loyalty 
by decorating their handsome costumes 
with the colours of their favorites. The 
crowd beganto assemble at 9 o’clock, the 
early-comers seeking the best points of vant- 
age from which to view the contest. The 
wind was from the southwest, the wa- 
ter was perfcctly smooth and all inall the 
conditions for racing were perfect. The tide 
was onthe flood. Before the time forthe 
race great crowds besieged the boat houses 
to get a glimpse of the crews. 

The wagering at Putney bridge was con- 
fined to comparatively small sums. Four 
large steamers followed the race, namely: 
One for Oxford, one for Cambridge, one for 
the men and one for the umpire’s friends, be- 
side a small launch, in which the umpire and 
three others sat, These were all moored at 
Putney, a half an hour before the rate

CAMBRIDGE THE FAVORITE. 

Although the Cambridge crew were the fa- 
vorites at startingatito 4, it was thought 
thatthe cnance of a good race was most 
likely. The Oxford crew were undoubtedly 
in advance whenthey first appeared on the 
Thames. They rowed a long, feathered, 
clean stroke and were undoubtedly good 
workers throughout. They were an unusu- 
ally heavy crew and could not be looked upon 
to do many sharp bursts, but all their work 
gave satisfaction. Atthetr first essay they 
| rowed over the course in something like 20m. 
| 48s., andon other trialsthev even improved 
'onthis time. The Cambridge men, though 
| somewhat lighter than Oxford, were 
also a fairly heavy crew. They 
have done excellent work, rowing at 
ithe rate of thirty-two, better than crews

AT THE STARTING POINT. 

As soon asthecrews had reached Putney 
bridge, they turned and the stern of each was 
heid by a waterman ina stake boat; between 
the two boats the fussy little umpire’s launch 
tcok upits position.
